That thore is a feet of 
pirate boats carrying on an active business 
along tho coast and that miaiy a junk bail- 
ing from Hongkong falls a victim to these 
pirates, thore is only too much reason to 
believe, but it is novertheloss truo that not 
a few of the, casos of piracies toported are 
cloyer inventions of somo restless Pirate 
whv wanta to wreak vengeance on his fol- 
Not Iong ago a bold cruel piracy was 
reported. to have taken place about’ ton 
‘miles from Hongkong, the victims of which 
were landed: near Aberdeon. . Nothing was 
heard of the porpotratura till the other 
dsy whet! a Chinnivan was ‘charged by the 
Captain of the pirated boat with being one 
of tho crow of tho junk that attacked him. 
Tho. man was arrested ond the case was 
to hava. come on yesterday. In the moan- 
time, however, the Oaptain had disappeared, 
and when the case was called failed to 
appear: to give evidenco against the pri- 
eoner, This procedure, a not uncommon 
one in such cases, has, naturally led. the 
Police to doubt the ocourranao of the piracy. 
Pirates fall oat like more honest people, and 
it 1s quite a common trick for one of thera 
to try ond vent his spite againat a bro- 
thor pirate by bringing a false charge against 
him at the Police Court, , In fuot this prao- 
tica ‘of fighting oxtstanding enmities in the 
‘Hongkong Police Court is far too common, 
A disputo arises in some ‘neighbouring 
village. Ono of the parties comes to Hong- 
Kong and when he finds his opponent here 
uaas his knowledga of tha ways of this placa 
either to extort’ money or get his onemy 
imprisoned. A glaring instance. of this 
form of hostility was iustrated last night. 
A man came to the Cuntral ‘station, and 
. reported that he had beer set upon by threa 
men and half murdered. Ho knew one of

the complainant... Pat face to face with his 
alleged assailant tho’ complainant hesitated 
to recognise him'and said he-did. not. see 
the man hv wanted inthe room. The Po- 
Jiea had, therefore, to retire and the pursuit 
was meantime given’ up. Inspector Perry 
and the detective; however, had not long left

Should Russia try 4 move on Bulgaria, she 
muy find a compact alliance of Roumaniane, 
Serviaus, Bulgarians. and Turks, which, 
without counting the almost, certain acccs- 
sion of Hungary and Austris, might give 
Ruesia a check without the intervention of 
any of the Great Powors. And the evident 
sympathy of the Italiana is a factor which 
ought not to be overlooked. As for Eng- 
land, so far us°we can gauge the public 
fooling, it is distinctly in favour of inaction, 
The genoral opinion is veering towards the 
notion: that Constantinople is outside the 
sphere of Biitish. intoreste. We montion 
the fnet without discussing the policy — 
Overland Mail, 


Sr Paul's pro-Cathodral in Melbourno has 
beon the acene of a startling innovation. 
For many centuries it has bean the invari- 
able practice of the church to empoly only 
boys a8 choristers in’ cathedral services. 
Tho regulation waa probably founded “on 
the old monkish idea’ that woman was ‘an 
inferior being, and hed uothing to do ip 
public worship, oxcept to listen “and look 
on’; but it wasa good thing forthe boys 
who.wore bearded, clothed, and educated 
for the sake of their voices.

OBINA AND JAPAN. 

ON TOE ADVISADILIGY OY SPIRITED ACTION 
IN CONNKCTION WITH ‘THE NAGASAKI 
MMFFICULTY. 

Tho W.-C. D. News gives the following 
condensed translation of an article from th 
Shen Pao of the 30th ultimo ':— eee 

The parfect Minister of old-times paid 
spocial attention’ tu the arteof war: : -He 
advised his sovorcign how to extend: tho 
boundaries of the empire, ho fostered the 
usoful arts and removed. injurious custome, 
‘He held in. awo . neighbouring nations 
abroad und promoted the welfare of tho 
people at home. He mado wealth to abound 
and: the. nama of China to bo respected ; 
there was: thus peace within our own 
borders and rebellion did not dare to raise 
its head without them. -'There are always 
foes on tho wateh, gazing intently like 
wild “beasts awaiting their opportunity to 
apting. Tobe alwaya on hie guard to 
prevent the cccurrence of such an op: 
portunity was the great merit of the 
loyal Minister, and tho results of the 
rales were benefits, lasting a. hundréd 
years, not mild ophemeral triumphs. In 
1874 Japan. causelesely raised: disturbances 
in our island ‘of Formosa; sho. sent 
thither a few thousand undisciplined troops 
and nine vessels, of. which two onl 
were men-of-war, the rest being merchant 
ships cbartored from foreigners ~ Iron-clads 
Were as yot unheéird of. With much fuss 
and ompty parade they entered our terri- 
tory, and for a wondor achieved a certain 
measure of success, . A ‘sum of Tis, 60,000 
appeased them,. and they withdrew, Had 
we withstood them. thep with arms in our 
hands not a soldier, not asailor, would have 
sven Japan -sgain.’ Excited by a success 
they had ‘scarcely’ anticipated, they not 
long after‘Isid their hands on Liuchiu and 
turned that kingdom: into a Japaneso Ken, 
Still wo never‘ stirred a finger, and Japan 
could scarcely beliove hor eyes. In 1882 
the revolution broke out in Corea... On 
that occasion our ships and eoldiera wero 
the first to arrive and restora order, © This 
did not suit the Japanese book ; aecordingly 
iv 188% their enyey at Poking induced 
Ohina to conclude a treaty, by which each 
side withdrew its forces. and it was agreed 
that in future should trouble arise: there 
was to be a preliminary. diplomatig”inter- 
change of visws bofore tro»ps were despat- 
ched to the. spot. In our complaisance 
Japan saw iothing worthy of admiration, 
but merely nn evidence of weakness, Wo 
have now had our sailore murdered at 
Neyasuki. This is but. a link in 9 chain 
Had we withstood. Jupau in Formosa the 
Linchin incident would nover have happen: 
ed ; had we spoken out in: the ‘mattar of 


censuring the conduct of H.I.M. the Em- 
press Regent for allowing: her-favourtta au- 
auch Bi, whose common ‘nickname among 
the people ia Phe Haiao-Hi, to accoinpany 
tho Prince Oh‘un on his- tour of inspection 
to the Northern sea-ports and tho naval 
aquadron, The Memorial has excited great 
attontion in the capital, and it is the cum 
mon topic of the day. It states that the 
commissioning of this eunuch to accompapy 
the ‘Prince occasioned “great -uncnainuss 
among the people of Peking. Tho answor 
of the Empress Regont was that Princo 
Ch'un had nover been abroad bofure, and 
that she, being solicitous: uf the Prince's 
welfare, had ordered-a dootor from her own 
personal service and the eqnuch Hi to look 
aftor and minister to the Prinos’s wanta. 
At futher ordered. the: Memorialist’ to ex- 
plain what he meant by stating that tho 
eunuch Hi's trip to the seaports ‘ uccasioned 

reat uneasiness amoung the people of Pek- 
ng.’ The matter is not ye at an end, but 
it will be bad for one, of the two parties— 
the Consor or tha cunuch, The Empress 
in her answer seems to be very weak. Sho 
should bave stood her ground, and suid that 
she had a perfect right to aund anybody she 
chose, to attend and serve the Prince in a 
sorvant’s capacity, which thing, had it boon 
done by any private person, would never 
havo been even noticed. But she has as- 
sumed the -defensive and excused herself, 
iwhite the Censor seems to take a conceded 
right to pry into ‘private affairs in a way 
which in‘other countries would appear out-

tled on the basis of international Jaw, this 
Nagasaki affair would never have occurred.
